CONCERNED residents have 
launched a petition calling for the 
council to abolish proposed charg¬ 
es at community recycling centres 
throughout the county which would 
see visitors paying to recycle tyres 
and construction waste. 

From September 1, visitors to Sur¬ 
rey County Council’s (SCC) nine re¬ 
cycling centres - including those at 
Blenheim Road, Epsom and Randalls 
Road, Leatherhead - will have to pay 
£5 to recycle a tyre or £4 to recycle a 
waste bag. 

SCC has said this will save £1.8m a 
year as it looks to offset the rising cost 
of adult social care in the county 

SCC cabinet member for environ¬ 
ment and planning, Mike Goodman, 
said this rising demand for services 
was costing the council £24m each 
year. 

The introduction of recycling 
charges comes after a county-wide 
crackdown on fly-tipping, which some 
councils and councillors, including 
those at Epsom and Ewell Borough 
Council, feel may make people more 
likely to illegally dump their rubbish 
for free. 

Janet Holah created a petition on 
Surrey County Council’s website call¬ 
ing for the abolition of the “exorbi¬ 
tant” charges. 

At the time of going to press, her 
petition had been signed more than 
3,000 times. 
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Mrs Holah wrote: “Only being able to 
take one bag per day will result in peo¬ 
ple making daily trips. 

“How environmentally friendly is 
that? Hundreds of cars making addi¬ 
tional journeys and sitting in queues 
at the dump. 

“I don’t think this policy has been 
thought through as, far from generat¬ 
ing an income for the county council, 
it will cost them as much, if not more, 
in having to clear up all the fly tipping 
which is sure to result.” 

Councils across the country are ap¬ 
pointing co-ordinators to help share 
intelligence on fly-tippers and step 
up enforcement. They are also con¬ 
sidering using GPS mapping and 
portable cameras to help bring offend¬ 
ers to justice. 

Epsom and Ewell Borough Council 
also fear the county council charg¬ 
ing residents to recycle non-house¬ 
hold waste may have an impact on 
fly-tipping. 

The council’s latest figures for 
the first three months of the 2016/17 
financial year already show an in¬ 
crease on last year with 216 fly¬ 
tipping incidents being reported in 
Epsom and Ewell. 

A spokesman from Epsom and Ew¬ 
ell Borough Council said: “While we 
understand the reasons for the County 
Council’s introduction of charges for 
some items at the recycling centres, we 
are concerned at the impact this will 
have on fly-tipping. 

“However there is no justification 
for fly-tipping, and this council will do 
all it can to prosecute those involved in 
this anti-social, criminal activity.” 

Cllr Goodman, said: “People can still 
get rid of one bag of DIY waste a day 
for free but with rising demand for 
services making money ever tighter - 
adult social care alone is adding £24m 
each year - this particular change will 
save £1.8m annually while keeping all 
Surrey’s recycling centres open and 
affecting only those doing more signifi¬ 
cant construction work.”

Table and chair 'stolen’ from 
fundraising girls is returned

A TABLE and chair used by 
three kind-hearted girls from 
Epsom for a charitable lem¬ 
onade and jelly stand that was 
feared to be stolen has been 
returned, with the “culprit” 
admitting to making an honest 
mistake. 

The Epsom Guardian ran a 
story last week on Mimi, four, 
and Lula Bloom, six, and their 
cousin Esme Goodwin, nine, 
raising about £20.50 to add to 
the £2,000 raised by a man cy¬ 
cling from Leeds to Calais in 
aid of refugees. 

Mimi and Lula’s mother Ab¬ 
bey Bloom, 41, a special needs 
teacher from Epsom, pledged 
to double their collection and 
strangers online vowed to dou¬ 
ble and triple the money raised. 

The girls, who were sitting on 
a white wicker chair - a present 
from Lula and Mimi’s grand¬ 
mother - eventually raised £140. 

But their fundraising efforts 
were ultimately cut short after 
their stall was taken while they 
took a break from the heat on 


Monday, August 15. 

Mrs Bloom at the time con¬ 
ceded that it “could have been a 
mistake”, but said this was un¬ 
likely as it was clearly not out 
for rubbish collection as it was 
the middle of the day and that 
the girls had put a “closed” sign 
on the table. 


She was relieved when both 
the table and the chair were 
returned last Thursday morn¬ 
ing - the day after the Epsom 
Guardian ran the original story 
Mrs Bloom contacted the 
newspaper to say: “Apparently 
it was a genuine mistake. We 


had a hug, a laugh and the per¬ 
son donated £10.” 

The girls had offered to do¬ 
nate the money they raised to 
Rob Lawrie, a man from Raw- 
don in west Yorkshire, who quit 
his job to work full time to raise 
money for refugees. 

Mrs Bloom first heard about 
Mr Lawrie’s campaign on so¬ 
cial media, and by chance, was 
reminded of his work on the 
morning of Sunday, August 14 
by a Facebook post. 

She suggested that Mimi, 
Lula and Esme could donate 
whatever money they raised 
to his GoFundMe page, but 
the girls were already keen to 
help people in the Calais camp, 
which is often referred to as 
‘The Jungle’. 

Lula, said: “It just came up in 
my mind. 

“I wanted to help people.” 

Since the article, which ran 
on Wednesday, August 17, an ad¬ 
ditional £1,000 has been donat¬ 
ed to Mr Lawrie’s fundraising 
page. 

It is not known where the do¬ 
nors are from.

Hospital, said: “Everyone 
fought their own per¬ 
sonal battles, and to see 
everyone smiling despite 
the pain, cold, rain, lack 
of food, and lack of sleep, 
made me so proud to be 
part of this team. 

“I think it sums up 
what being an NHS work¬ 
er is all about; despite the 
harsh reality of what we 
do, the long hours and 
difficult working condi¬ 
tions, we push through 
and do our best, always 
with a smile on our face 
because we know we are 
working for something 
bigger than each of us in¬ 
dividually” 

The team were picked 
up by coach on Friday 
evening at St Helier Hos¬ 
pital and drove to Scot¬ 


land for their first climb 
on Saturday morning. 

Michelle Corin, a 
speech and language 
therapist, said: “Like 
breathing, swallowing 
is essential to life. Many 
people experience dys¬ 
phagia after a serious 
event such as a stroke or 
critical illness, as part 
of a progressive disease 
such as Parkinson’s or 
Motor Neurone Disease, 
or simply as part of get¬ 
ting older. 

“Dysphagia affects a 
person’s ability to safe¬ 
ly swallow drinks, food, 
medication and even 
their own saliva. Dyspha¬ 
gia can be life threaten¬ 
ing and often has a devas¬ 
tating impact on quality 
of life.”

Fire damages family’s home seven days after it is drenched 


House is devastated 
by floods and flames

A LEATHERHEAD family suf¬ 
fered a week from hell as flood¬ 
ing from faulty electrics ren¬ 
dered their home uninhabitable, 
and then just seven days later a 
fire damaged their house while 
they were living in a hotel. 

At 10.55pm on Sunday, August 
14, a crew from Leatherhead fire 
station were called to the house 
in Kingston Road, Leatherhead 
to deal with the flooding. 

The water damage was so ex¬ 
tensive that the family living 
there were made temporarily 
homeless. 

Incredibly almost exactly a 
week later, 20-foot high flames 
licked the air and thick black 
smoke poured from a burning 
roof as crews from six fire sta¬ 
tions spent hours tackling a 
house fire at the same property. 

Six firefighters wearing 
breathing apparatus entered 
the semi-detached house, having 
been called to the fire at about 
6.45pm on Sunday, August 21. 

Crews from Leatherhead, Ep¬

som, Reigate, Banstead, Guild¬ 
ford and Painshill fire stations 
fought the fire. At the peak of 
the fire’s intensity flames were 
about 20 feet high, according to 
a firefighter from Leatherhead 
fire station. 

Firefighters scaled aerial lad¬ 
der platforms to douse the burn¬ 
ing roof with water jets and stop 
the fire spreading to adjoining 


houses. 

A firefighter from Leather¬ 
head fire station said the roof 
and first floor were severely 
damaged by the time the crew 
left at about 10pm. 

“It was a reasonable-sized 
job,” a spokesman from Epsom 
fire station added. 

“When we arrived there was 
thick black smoke issuing from 
the roof, and the roof was well- 
alight. 

“Luckily, because of the good 
work of the breathing apparatus 
crews they managed to stop any 
further loss to the building. The 
damage was mainly to the first 
floor and roof. 

“When you look at the house 
from the front it doesn’t look as 
if much had happened. 

“It was not as bad as it could 
have been. It had the potential to 
be a lot worse.” 

The house was empty at the 
time because the flooding the 
week earlier had forced the fam¬ 
ily to temporarily stay in a hotel. 

Workmen had been carrying 
out repairs at the house through¬ 
out the week. 

The cause of the fire is cur¬ 
rently under investigation.

RMT members to walk out as conductor row goes on 

Southern hit with 
new 48-hour strike 


COMMUTERS travelling on 
the 7.45am from Tattenham 
Corner to London Victoria 
were shocked when what 
appears to have been a large 
metal panel fell from the ceil¬ 
ing in the second carriage.

“Southern staff at East 
Croydon station boarded the 
train to attend to passengers 
and it was reported at the 
time that there were no in¬ 
juries. The cause of this in¬ 
cident is currently unknown 
and will be investigated fully 

“We apologise for any in¬ 
convenience this may have 
caused”.

COMMUTERS are set for yet 
more misery on Southern 
trains after guards on the net¬ 
work voted for another round 
of strike action. 

Members of the RMT un¬ 
ion will walk out for 48 hours 
at midnight on Wednesday, 
September 7, the latest devel¬ 
opment in a long-running dis¬ 
pute with the company. 

The union has been fight¬ 
ing the company’s decision to 
transfer certain responsibili¬ 
ties from train conductors to 
drivers. 

RMT bosses claim the 
changes will lead to job loss¬ 
es and put passengers’ safety 
at risk. 

Last week a five-day strike 
by RMT members was called 
off within 72 hours after the 
union and Govia Thameslink 
Railway (GTR), which owns 
Southern, agreed to re-open 
negotiations with intermedi¬ 
aries Acas. 

But earlier this week the 
RMT claimed the operator 
had “opted instead to bull-

doze through the roll-out of 
the new operational arrange¬ 
ments... without any serious 
attempt to secure agree¬ 
ment”. 

Accusing both GTR and the 
government of “arrogance 
and inaction”, Mick Cash, 
general secretary of the 
RMT, said the strike had been 
“forced” on its members. 

He added: “Our fight 
is with the company and 
the government who have 
dragged this franchise into 
total meltdown. 

“We share the anger and 
frustration of passengers 
and we cannot sit back while 


jobs and safety are compro¬ 
mised on these dangerously 
overcrowded trains.” 

Southern has faced mount¬ 
ing public criticism from 
passengers and politicians 
because of frequent delays 
and cancellations, prompting 
calls for the struggling net¬ 
work to be taken into public 
ownership. 

Alex Foulds, Southern’s 
passenger service director, 
said: “Passengers and staff 
will once again be appalled 
by the RMT’s decision to hold 
yet another strike. 

“We are moving forward 
with our plans for the ben¬ 
efit of customers after nine 
months of fruitless attempts 
to reach an agreement. 

“This action is unneces¬ 
sary, unjustified and futile 
- we have guaranteed all our 
onboard staff a job until the 
end of the franchise, as val¬ 
ued members of our future 
operation, with no reduction 
in salary. 

“Claims that safety is at 
risk are just untrue. 

“The independent rail 
safety body has said so, and 
nearly half our trains run 
without conductors already.”

A MAN accused of inciting an 
autistic boy to give oral sex in 
cafe toilets on Christmas Eve has 
been found guilty 

Zafer Dine, 40, of Gibraltar 
Crescent in Epsom, was found 
guilty by a jury of inciting the 
14-year-old to engage in sexual 
activity 

Dine had denied the charges, 
which were said to have hap¬ 
pened in the toilets of the Man¬ 


or Cafe in New Malden, which 
Dine owned, on Christmas Eve 
2014. 

The boy’s mother had broken 
down in tears during the trial 
last week as she told the court 
that her son had returned home 
from carol singing before visit¬ 
ing the cafe that evening. 

She said that her son told her 
that he had “sucked his dick and 
kissed him” in the cafe toilets af¬ 
ter he had asked Dine if he could 
go to the loo. 

His mother told the court Dine 
had previously blown kisses at 
her and her son which she had 


thought was “weird”, as well as 
telling her son that he thought he 
was “17 and a girl”. 

Earlier the court had also been 
told that the teenager has been 
know to mix truth and fantasy 
and a psychiatrist said the boy 
liked “making up stories to get 
other people’s attention and sym¬ 
pathy”. 

A jury had retired on Thurs¬ 
day, August 18 and returned with 
their verdict of guilty on Mon¬ 
day, August 22. 

Dine will be sentenced at King¬ 
ston Crown Court on September 
26.

Southern rail's 
staff aren’t the 
ones to blame 


IDO feel sorry for Southern rail 
staff. 

They are the ones bearing the 
brunt of the public’s understand¬ 
able bile as train after train is 
cancelled or delayed. 

It’s a rare thing that my train 
runs on time or at all, and it’s 
difficult to resist the urge to take 
out my fury on guards, conduc¬ 
tors or drivers. 

But when underinvestment 
means smaller and therefore 
more crowded carriages, shorter 
platforms, and fewer staff and 
services, they are not the ene¬ 
my Still, Southern staff must 
be bracing themselves for more 
grief ahead of next month’s 
strike. 

But before you blast them as 
“greedy”, or “work-shy”, pause 
to consider that they probably 
know their own situation better 
than we do and, and they may 
have a genuine grievance. 

Would they really risk their 
livelihoods and take home a re¬ 
duced pay packet for the sake of 
a few extra quid in the long run? 

In these times of austerity and 
gross financial inequality, very 
few jobs are safe, and with South¬ 


ern delegating guards’ respon¬ 
sibilities to drivers and having 
already cut catering services 
and threatened to swing the axe 
at ticket offices, their insecurity 
is understandable. 

While commuters suffer ap¬ 
palling service, the Southern 
head honcho will be laughing 
because he already has our sea¬ 
son-pass money. 

David Brown, chief executive 
of the Go-Ahead Group, which 
runs Govia Thameslink Railway, 
which in turn runs Southern, 
was awarded a £2.1 million pay- 
check in June. 

This dwarfs the salaries of 
Southern staff who face the pub¬ 
lic’s venom day in, day out and 
the long-suffering commuters 
who have little alternative but 
to use his company’s poor rail 
services. 

You have to feel for people 
whose jobs and comparatively 
meagre earnings are threatened 
by poor punctuality stemming 
from Southern’s poor excuse for 
a service. It beggars belief Mr 
Brown - or anybody - deserves 
or needs this amount.

Dirty Dancing is nothing short 
of a phenomenon. The classic 
1987 film made a megastar of 
its lead Patrick Swayze, its 
soundtrack won a Golden 
Globe, Oscar and Grammy 
Award while it also led to a big 
screen prequel and even an 
annual festival in the US. 

So bringing the iconic movie to 
life on stage comes with a certain 
amount of pressure.

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Here's a pudding that's sure to 
impress from What Dad Cooked 
bloggers Pete and Leo William¬ 
son's dad. 

The beauty of this recipe is that 
it only uses three ingredients and 
it's so easy to make. Possets were 
a medieval curdled hot drink 
made from milk and wine. 

Here the same natural 
curdling effect of cream and lem¬ 
on is used to make a kind of 'set' 
syllabub pudding. 

TIP: The perfect accompa¬ 
niment to these possets are 
almond-based biscuits and fresh 
summer berries. 

SERVES: 6 

TIME: Half hour for the pos¬ 
sets plus time in fridge 

For the possets: 600ml double 
cream, 6tbs lemon juice (2-3 lem¬ 
ons), Zest from one lemon, 130g 
caster sugar, 1/2 tsp vanilla 

For the shortbread (makes 24 
x 8cm rounds): 250g white flour, 
65g ground almonds, 20g corn¬ 
flour, 1 medium egg, 250g unsalt¬ 
ed butter, lOOg caster sugar, 1/2 
tsp vanilla, Zest of one lemon, 
Pinch of salt 

TO SERVE: Summer berries 

1) Make the possets. Bring the 
lemon juice sugar and vanilla to 
a simmer in a pan. Make sure 
the sugar has dissolved and then 
take off the heat. Bring the cream 
to the boil in wide saucepan and 


boil for 2 minutes. Take off the 
heat and mix with the lemon and 
sugar, add the lemon zest and 
whisk. Cool for about 20 minutes 
and then strain into containers. 
Refrigerate for 3 hours. 

2) Make the shortbread 
dough. Mix the flour, almonds 
and cornflour into a bowl. In a 
separate bowl, beat the butter, 
sugar, lemon zest and a pinch 
of salt, until soft and fluffy. Add 
the egg to the butter and sugar 
and continue to beat until well 
mixed. Slowly add the dry ingredi¬ 
ents and mix until the dough just 
comes together. Flour a surface 
and work the dough into a ball 
then press down to make a slab, 
cover with cling film and refriger¬ 
ate for 1-2 hours. 

3) Bake the shortbread. Pre¬ 
heat the oven to 180C, Gas 4. 
Flour a surface and roll out the 
dough to a 7mm-8mm thickness. 
Cut the dough with an 8cm round 
cutter (or similar), placing the 
rounds on baking sheets. Gather 
the scraps and re-roll cutting out 
more rounds. The dough will be 
very fragile - handle gently. Bake 
for 10 -15 minutes or until lightly 
browned on the edges. Sprinkle 
with caster sugar and cool. 

4) Serve the possets. Serve 
with berries and biscuits. Mint 
sprigs and grated lemon zest add 
a final flourish.

Service charges are usually 
one of the 'hidden costs' 
when it comes to buying a 
property. OnTheMarket.com 
reveals 10 top tips to avoid 
overlooking those additional 
fees. 

1) Make sure you have a 
clear written record of your 
liability for service charges: 

Owners of leasehold properties 
can be subject to service charges 
- particularly if they are living in 
a building such as an apartment 
block - where maintenance and 
other costs have to be shared 
with other residents. Owners of 
leasehold properties should read 
their leases carefully before signing 
on the dotted line. It is important 
to ask for clarification if you are 
unsure of your exact position 
regarding service charges. 

2) Know your rights: If you 
default on your service charges, 
your landlord can take you to 
court. The law also protects you 
from unscrupulous landlords 
trying to levy service charges of 
which they have not given proper 
notice. The UK Government website 
explains the legal basics. 

3) Make sure you have 
a detailed breakdown of 
service charges: The charges 
are made up of several different 
components, from maintenance 
and repair costs to buildings 


insurance and management fees. 

It is only by drilling down into the 
figures that you will be able to see 
whether the charges are fair and 
reasonable. 

4) Ask for details of service 
charges levied over the last 
five years: You can askyour 
estate agent or solicitor to help 
provide a breakdown of all service 
charges which previous residents 
have had to pay for your property. 
These former costs will give you 
a feel for how the property is 
managed and whether the charges 
follow a predictable pattern or vary 


dramatically from year to year. 

5) Establish whether 
there is a sinking fund: 

With many shared properties, 
the service charges include a 
contribution towards a sinking fund 
- money put aside to cover major 
maintenance works in the future. 
Annual contributions to sinking 
funds make good sense, but if they 
are set too low, the sinking fund 
will not serve the purpose for which 
it was established. 

6) Find out if there are 
any major building works 
pending: It is not uncommon for 


properties to need major building 
works, such as the replacement 
of a roof, which can result in 
a sudden sharp hike in service 
charges. Make sure there is 
nothing like that in the pipeline 
if you are buying a leasehold 
property. This is particularly 
true of large shared properties. 
"Maintenance to a block of 
apartments is normally carried out 
every three to five years, so if you 
are thinking of buying a property 
towards the end of this period, you 
should be wary," says Mark Davies 
of Strutt & Parker. 


7) If you are living 
in a building run by a 
management company, 
find out as much as you can 
about the company: It can be 
a good idea to ask for the minutes 
of the management company's 
last two or three AGMs. These will 
often alert you to potential service 
charge issues in the future. 

8) Make sure you have 
the contact details of 
someone who can answer 
your queries/deal with 
unforeseen problems 
affecting the common parts 


of the building: A quick phone 
call or email to the person directly 
responsible for the management 
of the building is far simpler than 
spending hours trying to find 
out who you need to speak to - 
especially if it is an urgent issue 
you require help with straight 
away. 

9) Remember the roof. 

In some shared properties, 
maintenance of the roof is the sole 
responsibility of the top-floor flat. 

In others, the cost is shared equally 
between all the properties in the 
building. It is important to know 
the score, whether you are 
living in the basement or the 
penthouse. 

10) And don't forget the 
lift! "If you are buying a property 
on the top floor of a small block of 
flats, bear in mind that, as you are 
the main beneficiary of the lift, you 
will be expected to pay a higher 
service charge than those on the 
ground floor," says Daniel Parrott 
of Strutt & Parker. 

Service charges are a fact of 
life. You would have to pay similar 
maintenance costs if you were 
living in a freehold property. But 
if you do your homework, the 
charges should not come as a 
nasty shock and you will have time 
to save for them.

Langridge’s Rio legacy

CHRIS Langridge will be 
returning to Epsom with a 
badminton men’s doubles 
bronze medal from the Rio 
Olympics, and he has a mes¬ 
sage for wannabe stars of 
tomorrow. 

The 31-year-old and Team 
GB partner Marcus Ellis beat 
the fourth seeded pairing 
of Chai Biao and Hong Wei 
from China 2-1 (21-18, 19-21, 
21-10) last week to claim the 
gong. 

It marked a first ever Olym¬ 
pic men’s doubles medal for 
Great Britain, and the first in 
any event since Athens 2004. 

Langridge said: “On the 
day we are dangerous. We 
both believe we are good and 
you have to believe you are 
good to achieve things. 


“Most of the time the pres¬ 
sure is on our opponents be¬ 
cause we are lower ranked. 

“They had all the pressure 
on them and we just played 
free. We enjoyed it, played for 
each other and we work so 
well as a team. 

“If you don’t believe you 
can achieve, you won’t, you 
really have to believe and we 
did, that is the difference, we 
really did.” 

He added: “We know that 
there are almost no pairs in 
the world we can’t beat and 
we showed that in this tour¬ 
nament. 

“On our day we are so dan¬ 
gerous and I am so glad we 
could show it. 

“People have noticed us 
because we are fighters and 
never give up as a team.” 

Ellis said: “We are not 
just proud of ourselves, but 
proud that we have managed 
to do it for our sport. 

“It is absolutely massive 
for our association. We are 
not the best in the world, but 
we have come here and per¬ 
formed to our very, very best 
and I think on the day we can 
beat anyone.” 

He added: “I just hope the 
guys back home can take 
inspiration from that going 
forward.”
